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Undertake To Furnish 
Three Hospital Wards 


' Furnishings For 
Single Ward Will 
Cost About $440 

"The furnishing of three of the 
ten wards in the new hospital wing 
has already been assured. 

At the last general meeting of 
the Vulcan Branch, Canadian Leg¬ 
ion it was unanimously decided 
that the branch would undertake 
to completely furnish one of the 
new wards when the hospital wing 
is completed, at an estimated cost 
of 440.00. Previously, Alex Smith 
chairman, and J. E. Carlson, mem¬ 
ber of the hospital board, had un¬ 
dertaken to each furnish a ward. 

The new wing will contain ten 
wards, four double and six single, 
and it is the hope of the hospital 
board that the furnishings for 
each Ward can be supplied as pro¬ 
jects by local organizations or 
through the generosity of individ¬ 
uals. Reserve funds of the hospital 
board will be needed for the pur¬ 
chase of technical equipment and 
supplies. 

The type and quality of furnish¬ 
ings needed have already been 
chosen and include a Fowler ad¬ 
justable hospital bed with spring 
and mattress, an adjustable over¬ 
bed table, a bedside table, folding 
screen, dresser, easy chair and 
side chair. These form the main 
furnishings for a single bed ward. 
The two-bed wards will require an 
additional bed, overbed table, be¬ 
side table and side chair.

POULTRY MEETING 

A P oeK i y Meeting was' held at 

the Odd Fellows Hall in Clares, 
holm. The purpose of the meeting 
was to get together Poultry Pro¬ 
ducers and Agents of marketing 
facilities and all those interested 
In any phase of poultry production, 

Invited to address this meeting 
were Mr. Charles W. Traves, 
Poultry Commissioner for Alberta, 
and Mr. Ernie Nichols, Poultry 
Inspector for southern Alberta. 

The meeting was well attended 
by Producers and Egg Grading 
Station Operators from up and 
down the line between Parkland 
and MacLeod. Among those pre¬ 
sent were Mr. Hymle Sheinln of 
Calgary, Mrs. Partridge, Manager 
of the Sheinln Egg Grading Stat¬ 
ion of Claresholm, Mrs. FVrguaon 
of the Alberta Producers Egg 
Grading Station of Claresholm. Mrs 
Martin of the s Alberta Poultry 
Producers of Macleod, and a Rep¬ 
resentative from the Crystal Dairy 
Egg Grading Station of MacLeod. 
Mr. Peter Jamieson, District Ag¬ 
riculturist of Claresholm acted 
as chairman. 

The meeting was opened by 
showing a Jllm on the, habits of 
wild birds on the American Con¬ 
tinent. This brought out Nature's 
way of handling poultry. Nesting 
in the spring, a short laying pro¬ 
duction period, raising a small 
quantity of young through the 
Summer, a general exodus of 
birds to some climate for the 
winter with production and wild 
bird activities practically non ex¬ 
istent in the winfer. This film had 
some wonderful shotg of the mass 
flights of birds and the lands they 
lived in. 

Mr. Traves spoke to the meeting 
on the Poultry Industry of Al¬ 
berta and it's future. He 
mentioned how our poultry rais¬ 
ing technique of necessity had to- 
differ from Nature's easy going 
way. We had to strive for heavy 
production, many more eggs, lar¬ 
ger eggs than Nature calls for 
and production to be heavy In the 
• winter months when Nature does 
not ordinarily produce at aHvHe 
mentioned the work that had been 
done in breeding and raising the 
types of birds best suited for pro¬ 
fitable production. Mr. Traves re¬ 
viewed the marketing situation. 
He told us that poultry production 
had expanded at a quicker rate 
relatively than any branch ol 
/arming - .in the last number of 
years and that we are definitely on 
an export basis. Owing to the 
muddled international and flnan* 
clal situation existing today we 
have had some trouble with our 
export markets but we expected 
this to be cleared up in the very 
near future. He mentioned that 
our chief customers were the 
housewives of Great Britain and 
' that they had a high regard for

U. S. STOCKPILING 
DEFENCE MATERIALS: 

Materials considered necessary 
for defence are being stockpiled by 
the United States government, and 
provision has been made for pur¬ 
chases amounting to $300,000,000. 

Under the present three-month 
purchase plan, which calls for 
delivery before June 30, 1949, the 
commodities being accumulated 
are as follows; Asbestos, bauxite, 
bismuth, cadmium, castor o 11, 
chromite, coconut oil, columblte, 
copper, cordage fibres, corundum, 
industrial diamonds, graphite, 
lead, manganese ore, mica, mon- 
azlte,. nickle, palm oil, pepper, 
quinidine, natural rubber, shellac, 

Canadian produce. He emphasized 
thnt efficient production and qual¬ 
ity production were the things 
necessary to keep our poultry In¬ 
dustry on a sound basis, 

Mr. Traves mentioned the work 
done by the Poultry Branch in 
their efforts to serve the Poultry 
Industry through the office staff 
in Edmonton, the services of 
Field Men throughout the Province 
and through the offices of the Dis¬ 
trict Agriculturists. He encouraged 
his listeners to make as much use 
of these services as they could. 

The next item on the program 
was the showing of a colored film 
supplied by the Lederle Laborator¬ 
ies of America. This film is a 
splendid example of the service 
Commercial Companies can do 
for their customers. The Lederle 
Company to do a lot of research 
work in poultry diseases, trying 
to find cures for these diseases 
that are practical, effective, and 
reasonably priced. This is just 
exactly what the film shows. A 
poultry house with affected birds, 
how ilje disease is diagnosed, what 
the symptoms look like, what the 
cure is, how it is mixed witij feed 
or water and administered to birds 
This was doijp for a number of 
common poultry diseases in such 
a way that* an audience could 
readily learn the methods of con¬ 
trol. 

The meeting was then thrown 
open to question period and ques¬ 
tions on diseases, management and 
marketing were answered by Mr. 
Traves. Mr. Nichols and Mr. Shein¬ 
ln. Good use was made of the. 
question period which lasted till 
• quarter to six when the meeting ad 
journed. 

It was suggested that some time 
in the early _ summer a culling 
demonstration would be arranged 
for. at which Mr. Nichols would 
show how to ettU. out the non-lay- 
«rs. Problems on management and 
disease would be dealt with and a 
basket lunch featured to make 
such an event a pleasant under¬ 
taking.

Death Is So 
Permanent

Stiffer penalties for reckless car 
drivers are advocated by Chief 
Justice Howson in view of the ap¬ 
palling number of motor tragedies 
in Alberta. 

One of the absurdities of bur 
system is what we presume all ap¬ 
plicants to whom licenses are issued 
to be capable drivers. Only when 
they have proved the contrary is 
the piesumptlon found to be false, 
and by that time, too late. There 
is then either a corpse, or two, on 
the road to prove its falsity or, 
almost? equally as convincing, an 
ambulance is blaring its way to 
hospital. In short the burden of 
proof of the incapacity of a 
driver is on his victims. 

If instead of presuming compet¬ 
ence in applicants, our province 
presumed incompetence, which 
would be the safer way. it would 
place the burden of proof where it 
should be. We might then presume 
that fewer Incapable drivers being, 
in charge of motor vehicles, -the 
number of fatalities, collisions and 
tragedies would be fewer. 

Ontario, for instance, will issue 
no license until a driver has proved 
by actual demonstration, in com¬ 
pany with an official issuer, his 
competence at the wheel and his 
knowledge of traffic laws. In many 
other respects. Ontario exercises 
cautions unknown here before is¬ 
suing even a renewal card. 

Houses are usually framed of 
wood, and even normally dry 
lumber-contains a certain amount 
of moisture.

Not being able to_ 
locate him at once she began 
search up and down the street, 
calling his name repeatedly. Fail¬ 
ing to find him she returned to 
her own house and again began to 
search, starting in the yard next 
door. She soon heard faint whim¬ 
pering sounds and determined 
that they were coming from the 
cess pool. Tearing aside the cover 
and calling for Mrs. Matlock, Mrs. 
Thorson was able to see her 
small son hanging-* by his coat, 
which had caught on a projecting 
piece of the curbing. 

Fearing to lose a jpoment's time 
in summoning aid the two women 
’-‘managed, by the mother lying 
flat on the ground and lowering 
herself into the hole, to reach the 
child. Mrs. Matlock kept firm 
hold on Mrs. Thorson's feet to 
prevent her from slipping into the 
l»oof and they finally managed to 
pull the child up to safety. 

The child was in the water up 
to his chin when discovered and 
only the fact that his coat had 
caught on the curbing had kept 
him from going under. The young¬ 
ster'was thoroughly chilled and 
ill from the fumes of the pool, but 
received prompt attention and is 
none the worse for his harrowing 
experience. *>.

THREE FARMERS RECLAIM 
1,500 ACRES FROM SEA 

The enterprise of three farmers 
in Britain has reclaimed from the 
sea 1,500 acres for food production. 
This has been achieved by building 
a new bank 6Sr miles long on the 
south #ide or the Wash, in Lincoln¬ 
shire. This area contains some of 
the most fertile land in Britain.

Huge creeks, some being 100 feet 
wide had to be closed. The bank 
-stands 11 feet high and is compos¬ 
ed of SCO,000 tons of strong clay.

FOR REPAIRS 
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It is odd that when there is such concern for road 
safety there should be at the same time such del¬ 
icate reluctance to mention drunken driving. After 
all, the drivers test is only one part of the problem.

It may 
be accepted that he or she is cold sober when taking 
the test. Successful applicants are fully qualified 
to drive when sober, but they may also drive when 
their reflexes are slowed up by liquor. They are 
then a menace despite their permit. It is the Jehovah 
complex of a man or woman who drinks and drives 
that is danger. True, the courts may deal with 
the offender after the accident, but that is after the 
damage has been done. 

So the most rigid drivers' tests are not sufficient 
to ensure highway safety. Some day there may be 
an invention attached to every car which will regis¬ 
ter the condition of the driver. A car, so equipped, 
would automatically lock under the first fumbling 
touch of a driver incapable of controlling it.

FOREIGN BODY IN THE EAR CHANNEL 

- If an insect is in the ear channel, fill the ear with olive oil, when the irisect will float and may be 
removed. Otherwise make no attempt to treat a patient with a foreign body in the ear, but take him to a 
doctor as soon as possible; attempts to remove the foreign body may lead to fatal consequences. If a child 
cannot be induced to keep the fingers from the ear, tie his hands down to prevent his pushing the foreign 
body further. Never syringe or probe the ear.

Sacked seed obtained from ele¬ 
vator agents through the Alberta 
Crop Improvement Association will 
take care of the needs of many 
farmers. Those who require large 
quantities but are not interested in 
maintaining registration will find 
that seed of good quality grown' 
from registered seed is readily 
available at reasonable prices in 
truck or carlot quantities. In many 
districts it will be possible to great¬ 
ly improve the quality and purity 
of grain crops by pooling orders 
and ordering carlots. These' could 
be sealed according to registered 
stadards. Anyone buying bulk 
truck lots should make sure that 
the seed is pure and of high qual¬ 
ity. The fact 'of it being grown 
from registered is not a guarantee 
of its quality. Careless handling 
will introduce impurities very 
quickly.

The way in which labourers are 
working Is astonishing to a Can¬ 
adian. None of them seem to be 
putting any heart into their ef¬ 
forts. Many firms and industries 
are compelled not only to give 
time for afternoon tea, but also 
to furnish the tea, for which they 
are allowed special rations. 

Employers have little or no con¬ 
trol over their employees, and 
would not dare reprimand them 
for even flagrant carelessness. As The pleasant smelling excretion 
one man. expressed it, “workers from a beaver 
formerly had two incentives, first, used as a basi 
to improve themselves and their is called castor, 
position, and second, to avoid be¬ 
ing dismissed. Now both these in¬ 
centives are gone.” 

Another reason why the system 
does not work well, is the way 
in which officials, of which there 
are no end, are not willing or 
able to accept responsibility, but 
must tie everything up in red 
tape. 

So many things are under per¬ 
mits that all Initiative or aggres¬ 
siveness is stifled. I. encountered 
many instances of foolish obstruc¬ 
tions being placed in the way of 
improvements. 

One of the most remarkable 
pieces of legislation passed by the 
Labour government is_ the .land 
act, which is designed to prevent 
anyone from making any profit 
on the sale of real estate. It will 
have the effect of drying up busi¬ 
ness in real estate. 

To my mind the most serious 
result of the experiment' in soc- 
iadlsm will be the deterioration of 
the moral fibre of the people. The 
English people always were the 
most conscientious people in the 
world, but all this socialism will 
breed a nation with less respect 
for the law. The United States 
found that the “noble experiment” 
in prohibition resulted in a serious 
letdown in respect for atl laws,

appear in England. 


This may be seen in growth of 
black markets in a country where 
black markets formerly were an 
abhorrence. Gasoline restrictions 
have caused people to try to evade 
the regulations to the point where 
unusually severe punishment is 
meted out to violators, but it just 
seems to increase the attempts to 
get around the law. A recent news 
despatch reported that shoplifting 
cases in England in 1947 were up 
40 percent over 1916. 

None of these may be serious 
in themselves, but it illustrates a 
trend which is the outcome of 
too many and too onerous regu¬ 
lations. 

In regard to the future, there 
is the feeling that England will 
muddle through, and history 
would seem to bear that out, for 
there is a certain similarity be¬ 
tween the 'government of Crom¬ 
well and that of the present la¬ 
bour government. Cromwell was 
out to suppress’the churches be¬ 
cause he thought they had too 
much power and money. The pre¬ 
sent government is out to sup¬ 
press the so-called capitalists be¬ 
cause it .thinks they have Joo 
much power and money. 

The Imprint of the Cromwell re¬ 
gime is still to be seen in Eng¬ 
land, and the imprint of the la¬ 
bour government will remain for 
many years, but I still think (that 
the English people have too milch 
common sense to allow this gov¬ 
ernment to stay in office for long. 

In closing this series of articles, 
I would sum up by saying that 
to my mind. England is one of 
the most interesting^pnd beautiful 
countries in the world to visit 
but it is po place to live under 
present conditions. This seems to 
be the opinion of a great many 
in England, for everywhere I 
went. I found people anxious to 
move out. to Canada. Australia, 
Africa, and^ the United States. 
Many of them* are only deterred 
from going on account of the fact 
that they^annot take money out

T.B. Scholarships 
For Medical Students

Fellowships and prizes totalling 
$600.00 annually are to be made 
available to University of Alberta 
medical students, out of Christmas 
Seal funds, it has been announced 
by E. H. Read, of Drumheller, .pre¬ 
sident of the Alberta Tuberculosis 
Association. 

A fellowship of $500.00 will be 
offered annually to a recent grad¬ 
uate in Medicine, for the purpose 
of acquiring training in the field 
of tuberculosis. It is stipulated 
that this training be obtained in 
an Alberta tuberculosis hospital 
either provincial or federal. 

Two prizes, $75.00 and $25.00, 
are offered annually to fourth year 
Medical students for the two best 
essays on some phase of tubercul¬ 
osis work. Winners of these prizes 
will be eligible for the major a- 
ward, which will be decided by the 
Cortimlttee on Awards of the Fac¬ 
ulty of Medicine,'^University of Al¬ 
berta. 

Mr. Read explained that the 
purpose of the award is to stimu¬ 
late interest in tuberculosis among 
medical students, and also to find 
more doctors who would wish to 
work toward certification as spec¬ 
ialists in the field. Mr. Read said,- 
“We hope to make all our doctors 
more* T.lJ.-eonsclous and T.B. sus¬ 
picious. The family doctor can 
make a tremendous contribution 
in tuberculosis control by being 
constantly on the look-out for 
signk of early disease."

Shelter Belt 
Should Have 
Evergreens 


In an area like the Pacific pro¬ 
vinces where most broadleaf Crees 
are without leaves for over seven 
months of the year, the value of 
evergreen trees for landscape ef¬ 
fect and protection is much great¬ 
er than areas where broadleaf 
trees hold their foliage longer. 
The protective Influence of ever¬ 
green trees in the open plains 
area during winter months must 
be experienced to be fully apprec¬ 
iated, says John Walker, Superin¬ 
tendent;" Forest Nursery Station, 
Indian Head, Sask. 

Fortunately, more and more 
tree planters have come to realize 
that evergreen trees may be ex¬ 
pected to survive and develop 
under most conditions where 
broadleaf trees can be grown. In 
every farm shelterbelt therefore, 
a substantial planting of ever¬ 
greens should be concise red a 
"must". 

For best results they should not 
be planted indiscriminately, but for 
a specific purpose and according 
to a definite plan. 

Thorough" soil preparation is 
perhaps more essential for ever¬ 
greens than for broadleaf trees. 
They should be planted in rows 
by themselves, and these rows 
separated from the broadleaf rows. 
When planted adjacent to estab¬ 
lish breadleaf trees up to 30 feet 
high, a space from 20 to 30 feet 
wide should be kept in a cultivat¬ 
ed condition between the broad¬ 
leaf and evergreen rows. This dis¬ 
tance may be reduced to 15 or 20 
fret if the extending branches of 
the extended broadleaf’ trees can 
be pruned or “Walled” each year. 
By this practice the broadleaf 
branches would not interfere with 
the development of the evergreen 
trees, and a neat, dense, hedge¬ 
like barrier will be obtained. What 
may -seem like unnecessary space 
set aside for the evergreens at the 
outset will be little enough after 
they begin to make a substantial 
amount of annual growth. 

Kinds of evergreen trees to plant 
will be governed by individual 
taste and liking. More rapid grow¬ 
th may be expected from Scots 
pine than sprlioes. But, for provid¬ 
ing the most effective continuous 
shelter, spruces surpass any pine. 
Thi*^ is partly because lower and 
older branches of pines eventually 
lose their needles and die. Needles 
oi spruces are longer-lived. 

When planting evergreens, there 
fore, to complete a shelter design, 
one or more rows may be added. 
These may contain mixed ever¬ 
green species but a more satisfact¬ 
ory plan is to plant each kind in 
a separate row. The following de¬ 
sign is suggested for a three-row 
planting of evergreens within the 
protection of broadleaf trees: 
Scots pine in the rows nearest the 
broadleaf trees; white spruce in 
the second row; Colorado Spruce 
in the third row (neatest the gar¬ 
den, house, etc.) 

U the early shelter Is the main 
thought behind the planting of 
evergreens the trees should be 
-spaced from four to six feet apart 
in the rows. If planted for decor¬ 
ative effect the distance between 
trees may be doubled. Distances 
between evergreen rows may be 
eight or more feet. 

Where spacing in the rows is 
close (four to six feet) it is wise 
to leave ample room for branches 
to extend outwards without re¬ 
striction. Strips between evergreen
